Prepare the surface 


Paste down loose wallpaper and dust with 
soft cloth. Gloss and semi-gloss surfaces 
should be washed with a strong solution 
of tri-sodium phosphate, or similar type 
paint cleaner. Rinse thoroughly, then 
sand. Sand new woodwork. Fill nail 
holes and cracks with Plastic Patch. 





Roller-Koater 


Dip Roller-Koater into shallow end of 
the tray and roll it back and forth into 
the paint until the roller is uniformly 
covered. Gently shake excess paint back 
into the tray. If this is your first experi- 
ence with a Roller-Koater, try a few 
practice rolls on a newspaper first. 
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Getting ready to paint 


Move out all the furnishings you can. Cover 
up rug and remaining furniture to protect 
from spatters ... you can get inexpensive 
dropcloths for this. Just before using paint, 
stir it thoroughly from bottom of can with 
a lifting motion. 





Paint ceiling first 


Start in corner, work the short way of the 
room, rolling forward, then back over the 
same strip. The first strip should overlap 
the “‘cut-in”’ edge. Roll a second strip, then 
a third, each slightly overlapping. Then, 
smooth the paint by cross-rolling lightly 
without refilling the Roller-Koater. 








*Cut-in”’ at all corners 


Corners are difficult to paint with a 
Roller-Koater. So, with your Kem Trim 
brush, paint a narrow strip...at corners 
of walls, along walls at ceiling, and round 
all woodwork. “‘Cut-in”’ one area, follow 
immediately with the Roller-Koater. 





Start walls in corner 


Start near top, roll up, then down, over- 
lapping the ‘‘cut-in”’ strip. Roll 3 or 4 
strips—just as you did on the ceiling— 
then lightly cross-roll to spread the paint 
evenly. Finish one complete wall be- 
fore stopping . . . you’ll be surprised at 
how fast Super Kem-Tone goes on. 





Clean up spatters as you go 


Super Kem-Tone dries rapidly, so the 
sooner you wipe off stray spatters, the 
easier. Keep a cloth dampened in water 
handy for this purpose. You’ll be sur- 
prised at how little you spatter when 
you paint with a Kem Roller-Koater. 


Painting over bare plaster 


Follow the same painting procedure as 
above, except ... always make certain that 
new plaster is thoroughly dry. On bare 
plaster apply a first coat of Wall Primer 
and Sealer. Where wallpaper has been re- 
moved, wash off glue size and wallpaper 
paste with hot water. Rinse throughly, 
and allow surface to dry before painting. 


Quick clean-up 


Wash Roller-Koater, brush and tray in 
kitchen sink. Use warm water and plenty 
of suds .. . soap or detergent ... and 
wash thoroughly. Rinse in clear water 
and hang up to dry. Do this before 
Super Kem-Tone hardens in your paint- 
ing tools. When dry, wrap in paper.

Equipment you'll need 


Stir Kem-Glo thoroughly from bottom of can with a 
lifting motion.

Enameling walls 


Start at the top, in a corner. With 2-inch brush, paint a strip 
in corners and around woodwork. Do a convenient area, and 
follow with the Kem Roller-Koater. Roll 3 or 4 overlapping 
strips as far down the wall as you can conveniently reach.

Use Kem Feather-Flo Trim Brush. Work with the grain of 
the wood, lengthwise of the boards. Lay on the enamel away 
from the edges and flow to them, to avoid dribbling and to 
get an even line. When 2 or 3 feet are painted, cross-brush 
lightly without refilling the brush, then level off lengthwise. 








Do ceilings first 


Start in a corner, work the short way of the room. With the 
Kem Roller-Koater, roll a strip as far as you can conven- 
iently reach.

Enameling bare plaster 


Follow the same procedure as above, except .. . make certain 
that new plaster is thoroughly dry. On old plaster where 
wallpaper has been removed, wash off all glue size and paste 
with warm water. Rinse thoroughly. Be sure surface is dry 
before painting. No primer or undercoater is required. Just 
apply two coats of Kem-Glo. Allow 24 hours’ drying be- 
tween coats. Sand first coat lightly before applying second. 


Wash tools immediately 


Never let enamel harden in brushes or Roller-Koaters. Clean 
with Kem Paint Brush and Roller Cleaner (see page 42).

HOW MANY COATS? 


This depends on the condition of the surface you are covering. Read the 
two different systems described, then check the entire surface of your 
house to determine which one you should use. We will be glad to help 
you check, without obligation to you. 


The 2-coat system is recommended over new wood or previously painted 
surfaces where the paint film shows non-uniform weathering. It may be 
hard in some areas, soft in others, unusually dirty in still others, due to 
different exposures to the weather. In such cases, apply a coat of #450 
Undercoater as it comes in the can, to uniform the surface. After at 
least 48 hours’ drying, apply 1 coat of SWP House Paint as it comes 
in the can. 


The I-coat system is recommended only for previously painted surfaces 
over white or light shades where the paint film is in firm condition. 
Apply one coat of SWP One-coat White, a heavily pigmented white 
paint that brushes on easily and gives full protection in just one coat. 
Cannot be tinted. 


Covering Capacity

Remove loose paint 


With scraper or wire brush, scrape off 
flaking, blistered or chipped paint. Sand 
to smooth edges. Spot-prime bare spots 
with #450 Undercoater before applying 
the over-all coat of 4450 Undercoater. 
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Replace damaged wood 


Clean out dirt and grass from boards 
close to the ground. Replace damaged 
boards. Prime the new boards with #450 
Undercoater at once. 


The right time to paint 


Best time is during a period of clear, dry 
weather when the humidity is low. Painting 
in the hot sun is bad for you and the paint. 
After a rain, give the surface time to dry 
before painting. Painting while it’s foggy or 
late in the evening as dew falls is not con- 
ducive to a good paint job. 


It’s easy if you do it this way 


Plan your painting . . . you don’t have to do 
the whole house at once. Paint a side at a 
time, when it’s not in the sun. Begin at the 
top and paint across the side in convenient- 
to-reach strips. Window frames provide a 
stopping point while you paint the sash. Do 
shutters and screens in the basement. 


Play it safe this way 

Make sure your ladder is strong and firm. 
The distance from the foot of the ladder to 
the wall should be about 14 to 14 the height 
of the ladder. If it rests on cement, use 
ladder shoes to prevent slipping. Hang your 
paint cans to the ladder. Cover walks, shrub- 
bery and dormer roofs with drop cloths,

What you should know about painting 
STUCCO, MASONRY, SHAKES or ASBESTOS SIDING 


Painting stucco, masonry, shakes or asbestos siding 
is different from painting other exterior surfaces. 
These surfaces may range from a smooth, fairly tight 
surface to the rather porous concrete block. There- 
fore, surface preparation is very important. Ask for 
our booklet on preparing these surfaces for painting. 





a Fill Cracks 

Prime. Fill cracks in this 
manner: Mix some Exterior 
Cement Patching Plaster, 
such as Reardon’s Patching 
Cement, with SWP Exte- 
rior Undercoater No. 450, 
or finish coat to desired con- 
sistency for easy filling of cracks with a stiff brush, op- 
erated in a circular motion. Allow 24 hours to dry. 





Concrete Blocks 

They are usually very 
rough; some have voids big 
enough to put your little 
finger in. Must be filled with 
grout mixture ... 3 parts 
sharp sand, 1 part portland 
cement mixed with water to 
a creamy consistency. Let dry 48 hours before painting.

HOW MANY COATS? 


Unpainted surfaces 


When the stucco, masonry surface or asbestos shin- 
gles have no cracks, are in firm condition and need 
no special treatment, apply a coat of SWP Primer 
No. 61, tinted with Kem Tinting Color as recom- 
mended on the label or color chip of the finish coat. 
Shakes and other wood surfaces should be primed 
with SWP Exterior Undercoater No. 450. Allow 48 
hours to dry and apply SWP Flat House Paint as it 
comes in the can. Asbestos shingles must be exposed 
one year before they can be painted. 


Painted surfaces . in good condition 


On surfaces in good condition, apply SWP Exterior 
Undercoater No. 450 tinted with Kem Tinting Color 
as recommended on the label or color chip of the 
finish coat. Allow two to four days’ drying before 
applying finish coat of SWP Exterior Velvet Flat 
Paint. One coat SWP Exterior Velvet Flat Paint 
may be sufficient for factory-primed shakes and 
wood shingles if they are painted within a year and 
the final color is similar to the priming coat. 


Painted surfaces . in poor condition 

Stueco, concrete, brick, cement block, asbestos 
shingles and other masonry surfaces may be in poor 
condition as a result of peeling or loose paint or un- 
usually porous from the use of cement water paints. 
They should be sandblasted to remove old paint. 


Then proceed as for unpainted surfaces. 


Covering Capacity 
SWP Exterior Velvet Flat Paint covers 200 to 500 
sq. ft. per gallon, one coat.

It’s better to buy too much than too little . . . you can return unopened cans. 
The amount needed varies with the condition of the surface. To find out the 
amount usually needed, multiply the distance around the house by its average 
height... that gives you the square feet to be covered. 





1. Re-Putty Window Sash 


Remove loose or cracked putty. Spot prime 
wood in open rabbet with SWP Exterior 
Undercoater No. 450. Replace missing gla- 
ziers’ points. When dry, re-putty with S-W 
Elastic Glazing Compound. 





4, Getting the Paint Ready 


Stir thoroughly from bottom of can with 
upward motion. If pigment has settled, 
pour the clear liquid into a clean container. 
Stir the remaining portion to a smooth, soft 
consistency; then stir the liquid in slowly.

Clean out old, loose caulking with a sharp 
tool or putty knife and spot-prime wood 
with SWP Exterior Undercoater No. 450.

5. Dust Surfaces 


With your painter’s duster, dust under clap- 
boards, window sills, cracks, as you come to 
each area, to prevent dust from streaking 
the new paint. You can hose down your 
house, allowing 2 to 4 days for drying.

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How to apply 


On these two pages, we illus- 
trate the steps you should fol- 
low to make your painting go 
more smoothly, save you time 
and effort and assure a really 
good paint job.

3. Gutters, Downspouts, Eaves 


Remove old sealing paint with wire brush. 
Brighten rust spots with steel wool. Spot- 
prime, with SWP Exterior Undercoater No. 
450. Paint insides of gutters and chimney 
flashings with Tinners’ Red.

6. Loading the Brush 
Dip brush into paint about 14 the bristle 
length. Tap off excess on inside of can ...do 


not scrape over rim. You want plenty of 
paint in the brush to flow on freely.

7. Applying the Paint 


Hold brush by the handle above the ferrule 
(metal strip). Apply paint generously and 
blend with right and left strokes. Paint the 
underside of clapboards first. Level with 
long, sweeping strokes. 


8. Start at the Top 


Start painting at the peak, under the eaves, 
and work down. Paint in strips across the 
side, and finish a complete strip before stop- 
ping, to avoid lap marks. Paint the eaves 
as you go, to save time. 


9. Begin at a Corner 


When the peak is finished level with the 
roof line, start at a corner and work across 
in convenient-to-reach strips. Paint gutters, 
downspouts and trim as you come to them. 





10. Painting Doors 


Paneled doors: Paint first the mouldings, 
then the panels. Finish all panels, then paint 
crossrails from top to bottom, right and left 
stiles. Flush doors: Paint in strips from top 
to bottom. Edges are always last. 





13. Shutters, Screens, Storm Sash 


These are easier to paint when taken down 
and laid flat. Can be done in garage or cellar 
on days not suited to outside painting. It’s 
smart to have them ready when needed. 


11. Painting Windows 


With your 1 or 1!4-inch sash brush, paint 
moulding and mullions (divisions between 
panes) first, then the crossrails and vertical 
stiles. With your 38-inch brush, paint casing 
and trim. 
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14. Cleaning Your Brushes 


For overnight storage, suspend your brushes 
up to the ferrule in turpentine, making sure 
bristles do not touch the bottom of the can. 
When job is finished, clean brushes in Kem 
Paint Brush and Roller Cleaner. (see page 42) 


12. Porches and Steps 


First remove loose or flaking paint. Use 
S-W Porch & Floor enamel in a color to har- 
monize with your house paint. Flow on, us- 
ing a full brush, with a minimum of brushing. 





15. Play It Safe 


Do not allow paint rags or paint-smeared 
papers to accumulate.
